“Personally, I would rather that 
this power be exercised by a public | 
body in the public interest than by 
the New York banking fraternity,” 
Mr. Giannini declares, 

He refers to Mr. Warburg’s “au- 
daucity” in suggesting that deter- 
mination by the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York of its own 
policies represented “popular con- 
trol of the people’s money,” and 
remarks that when Mr. Warburg 
spoke of the “American order,” 
he may have meant “the inalien- 
able right of the New York 
bankers to issue money and to 
regulate the value thereof.” 

Warburg is a former advisor of | 
the Roosevelt administration but 
since last fall has continually | 
criticized the administration's mone- | 

tary policies and has been a leader 
among New York bankers to op- 
pose increasing governmental dom- 
ination of the banking system.

WE CAN'T BOSS EUROPE 

It is to be hoped Premier Bennett js cor- 
rectly reported as having told members of the 
British cabinet that Canada is not taking on 
any new commitments in Europe. This Dom- 
inion has already pledged itself quite as far 
as its people are prepared to go, and as far as 
there is any obligation upon them to go, in the 
joint attempt to impose peace upon that un- 
peaceable continent by weight of world opinion. 

If despite the League of Nations and the 
Locarno pact and the Briand-Kellogg pact the 
peoples of Europe persist in picking quarrels 
with each other, Canada cannot prevent them 
doing it. Should they succeed eventually in 
talking themselves into another war, as seems 
fairly probable, the responsibility will be their 
own.

NO LACK OF MONEY 

Germany is credited with being able to turn 
out one hundred war planes a month, and in 
Britain, France, Italy and Russia, building plans

Nothing, absolutely nothing, is said in the 
despatches about any country being unable to 
get the money, or having any difficulty getting 
it. There is even room to suspect that money- 
lending interests are encouraging the building 
plans, in order to create a demand for idle 
funds, Why not, when the whole credit of a 
nation stands behind a war-bond, and the i 
tercst and redemption money can be collected 
by taxation levied upon the whole future earn- 
ings of its people? 

No country is too hard up to buy weapons 
to defend itself when its territory, rights and 
interests are supposed .to be threatened from 


outside. Unfortunately there is not an equal 
or any comparable readiness to find money to 
prevent it being wrecked by an internal ex-

The means could be got in any country to 
distribute the ample supplies of real wealth 
among all who are in want, by employment or 
otherwise. The hundreds of millions which are 
being spent on war equipment, by countries 
which are not even pretending to pay their war 
debts, proves the point. 

It is not money that is lacking—in Canada 
or elsewhere—-but the will to use it for purposes 
of national construction as freely as it is poured 
out for instruments of destruction when the 
national security is thought to be imperilled 
from abroad. 


THOSE “CART WHEELS” 

At a time when money is to most peaple a 
pleasant and tantalizing memory. anything that 
does duty for that vanished medium is bound to 
be welcome. One cannot be too fastidious 
about the looks, size, shape, weight or substance 
of @ barter unit when such units of any sort are 
woefully scarce. Still, assuming that the time 


will come when dollars may again be realities 
in the pockets of common mortals, it is in arder 
to observe that there are dollars and dollars. 

The latest variety to make its appearance in 
Canada is the “cart wheel” type, a large disc 
of diluted silver turned out of the official foun- 
dry at Ottawa, about the shane, size, thickness 
and heft of a washer out of a transmission case. 
At present this new species of national currency 
is in great demand, being stamped and inscribed 
in a way to make it a suitable souvenir of the 
King’s Jubilee. Everybody who can afford to 
carry so costly a “luck penny” or keep it on 
the mantel fer show purposes will want one. 

But the Minister of Finance will be making 
a large mistake if he construes this passing 
desire for souvenirs as showing a popular 
yearning for silver dollars. The Jubilee past, 
the demand for that kind of currency is likely 
to slurop sharply, to the point where the “cart 
wheel” will be accepted only if it has to be. 

This coin as a medium of exchange can serve 
no useful purpose whatever that is not as well 
served by a paper dollar. The people of Canada 
have no’ particular yen for “hard” money, and 
no craving to pack around pocket-loads of 
metal when slips of paper will do the same 
work. 

As a Jubilee “medal” the silver dollar is 
appropriate, distinctive and acceptable. As a 
permanent exchange “token” it would be a 
nuisance. If the Minister is wise he will stop 
issuing these coins when the demand for 
souvenirs has been met: and will thereafter 
pile the silver in the treasury bins and issue 
paper dollars against it.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 


Away back in the year 1668 a fifty-ton ketch, 
the Nonsuch, set sail from Gravesend at the 
mouth of the Thames to face the hazardous trip 
across the Atlantic, and the still more hazardous 
trip through the swift currents of Hudson Strait 


and the icefloes of Hudson Bay. The daring 
Henry Hudson and his son 
had penetrated there fifty 


years before, to perish in the 
sea that bears his name. The 
little ketch carried the first 
traders of the Company of 
Gentleman Adventurers 
whom Charles Il had given 
charter rights to. Before the 
winter set in they established 
their first station on James 
Bay, near the mouth of Ru- 
pert’s river. - 

Last summer another expedition set out for 
the same place. Though it started from Mon- 
treal, and the party of over one hundred pas- 
sengers and crew were on a stout 1500-ton 
Steamer, specially built for ice-breaking and 
Arctic navigation, the Hudson’s Bay Company 
party on R.M.S. Nascopie, followed the track of 
the tiny Nonsuch through the Straits and down 
the length of Hudson Bay to Rupert House— 
with calls on the way at Wolstenholme, Cape 
Smith and Port Harrison. 

For 265 years the ships of the Hudson’s Bay 
Company have maintained their sea vigil. Their 
rivals in another hemisphere and in a kindlier 
clime—the old East India Company—vanished 
into the limbo of history a century ago, but the 
Hudson's Bay Company under its coat of arms 
and its trading motto “Pro Pelle Cutem”—a skin 
for a hide—hes spread its activities all over our 
northern continent. Under its energetic thir- 
tieth governor, P. Ashley Cooper, himself of 
heroic stature and well-fitted by Nature to fill 
the role his abilities have won, the great Com- 
pany which but a handspan of years ago sold 
back the North-West Territories to Canada to 
help create a continent-wide Dominion, is now 
entering on a new lease of life.

Swashbuckling Prince Rupert, cousin of 
King Charles, was the first Governor of the 
Hudson’s Bay Company. Though a thriving 
seaport is named for him on the northern coast 
of British Columbia, gazing seaward across the 
Pacific to the new markets of the Orient, Prince 
Rupert never set foot on this continent. Some 
of his later successors have visited Canada, but 
Governor P. Ashley Cooper is the first 
Governor of the Hudson’s Bay Company to pay 
personal visit to the trading stations in the Arc- 
tic. Those were memorable times when the 
Nascopie dropped anchor at Port Burwell, 
Churchill, Rupert’s House, Lake Harbour, 
Wolstenholme, Clyde, Pond’s Inlet, Dundas 
Harbor and Craig Harbor, and the Governor 
—“in person” as they say at the theatres— 
stepped ashore from a motor boat and greeted 
the traders and residents of these places. It is 
typical cf the attitude of the thirtieth Gov- 
ernor to his duties. Director of the Bank of 
England and head of several corporations, he 
decided on a personal visit of inspection of the 
northern trading stations. 

It was an ancient custom before a Hudson's 
Bay Company vessel left. London, that the 
Governor of the Company should dine on board 
with the captain and toast success to the voyage. 
True to tradition a dinner was held at Mon- 
treal before starting, at which the toast of the 
Company was drunk in old brandy. The modern 
note was struck w the Governor left the 
stout ship at Rupert’s House and embarked on 
a seaplane to visit Moose Factory and Cumber- 
land House in northern Saskatchewan

To get a true conception of the place the 
Company fills in the life of the North, preceding 
the march of government, one would have to 
take such a trip as that which the Nascopie took 
last summer. To most of the trading stations 
on Hudson's Bay, Baffin Island and Ellesmere 
Land, she would be the sole source of supplies, 
the sole bringer of relief and help. And whata 
motley cargo does she discharge as she makes 
her trip—unloading food, medicines, Mounties, 
missionaries, scientists, arms and tackle and 
bringing the news of happenings in the outer 
world. In addition to receiving and distributing 
radio news, the Nascopie broadcasted a speech 
by the Governor. 

Most fitting ceremony of all came at eleven 
of the morning of August 4. The ship was stop- 
ped in mid-Hudson Bay. Before the assembled 
company the captain read a Scripture lesson, 
the Governor spoke about the life and death of 
Henry Hudson, and as the bagpipes droned out 
the weird Highland lament “The Flowers of the 
Forest,’ the Governor cast overboard a wreath 
sent by the Royal Empire Society in honor of 
the explorer. It drifted away amid the ice-floes 
just as Hudson's little shallop had done three 
centuries before.

How To Take Off Weig ht 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


If you wish to reduce you are interested 
primarily in how to take off weight and keep 
it off. In today’s article I will try to explain 
to you the method which I have found to 
secure the most satisfactory results. 

The main cause of too much fat is overeat- 
ing. To lose weight, the 
patient must’ stop eating too 
much. Since the foods which 
are most fattening are 
starches, sugars and oils, the 
foods he must cut down on 
are these foods. This does not 
mean that he is given only a 
small amount to eat, because 
he can follow a diet which 
embraces many _ delicious 
dishes, but it does mean that 
he must cut down on the 
amount of starches and sugars. He must use 
a different kind of food and I therefore advise 
that he fill up on vegetables and fruits. With 
these he is allowed one egg a day, lean meat, a 
light dessert such as gelatin, and three or four 
slices of Melba Toast. 

The diet which I recommend is well balanced, 
providing the body with an abundance of the 
food minerals, vitamins, and also providing the 
protein needed to repair muscular tissue. It is 
healthful in every way and because it contains 
plenty of the bulk producers, will help to over- 
come sluggish elimination. The patient will lose 
about a pound a week or slightly more and at 
the same time that the weight is lost, the gen- 
eral health will improve. 

If there has been a tendency to diabetes, gall 
bladder disorders, or high blood pressure, the 
reduction in weight will be attended by a de- 
sirable improvement so that the sugar is less- 
ened, the gall bladder is less sluggish and the 
blood pressure is reduced. An added benefit is 
that the patient who reduces the weight will 
live longer than he would otherwise. 


If there has developed any arch trouble from 
fallen arches brought on by the strain produced 
on the arches from carrying around too much 
weight, after the patient reduces, it becomes 
possible to relieve the foot trouble which cannot 
be accomplished as long as the patient is too 
heavy. 

At the start of the reducing programs, the 
patient may become “lonesome” for food. If he 
has been in the habit of eating in between 
meals, this lonesomeness is likely to be more 
pronounced. One reason for this is that>the 
stomach has become accust»med to large meals 
and its capacity is adjusted to a big meal; caus- 
ing a feeling of being unsatisfied with a smaller 
amount of food. The best way to meet 
problem is to have the patient fill up on enough 
salads and cooked vegetables so that the stom- 
ach feels comfortable. These foods do not add 
further weight. In time, the capacity of the 
stomach becomes adjusted and the patient is 
then perfectly satisfied with an ordinary meal. 

In a few cases, the patient will say be- 
comes weak or feels faint or is very hungry in 
between meals. He is so accustomed to stimula- 
tion from food that when this is withdrawn, he 
misses it. These symptoms cease when he eats. 
At these times, drinking a glass of fruit juice or 
having the patient eat some fresh fruit, may be 
all that is needed. If left to himself, the patient 
will usually want a concentrated food such as 
candy or a sweet pastry. Sometimes the ‘best 
way to alley this craving is to permit a slice or 
two of Melba toast as the dextrinized toast will 
stop the symptoms. 

Along with the dietetic program, the patient 
is to increase his exercise. When you use less 
of the fattening foods and take more exercise, 
a gradual loss in weight is practically always 
secured. After you have brought your weight 
back where you want it, keep on exercising and

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 
On this date 1792, two months 
before he took office at Kingston 


as lieutenant governor, of Upper | 
Simcoe wrote | 


Canada, Colonel 
from Quebec to Phinea Bond of 
Philadelphia extending an invit- 
ation to Quakers to settle in Up- 
per Canada. In that letter he fore- 
cast the legislation which made 
Upper Canada the first govern- 
ment in the world to prohibit 
slayery. He assured Bond: “If the 
Society of Friends should prefer 
the government of Upper Canada 
they will have a just right to such 
exemptions from bearing arms 
as they have hitherto mét with 
under the ancient government of 
the British states. Should any 
society wish to emigrate I should 
be happy to give my best assist- 
ance to promote their views and 
establishment. 

As a consequence quite a number 
of Quakers settled around York, 
(Torénto) and in 1806 an address 


was presented to Sir Franc's Gore, 
then lieutenant-governor, from 
the “Quakers residing on Yonge 


Street,” in which they voiced 
their loyalty to the king. This was 
signed by Timothy Rogers, 
founder of a noted mercantile 
family. He had been one of a de- 
putation which waited on Peter

Hunter in 1799 to complain that 
the promises made by Simcoe had 
not been carried out, whereupon 
Hunter summoned the officials at 
fault and told them that if the 
land patents were not ready in 
three hours there would be va- 
cancies in the civil service. The 
patents were produced forthwith. 

The first Quaker settlement in 
Canada was at Beaver Harbor in 
New Brunswick, where Joshua 
Knight and his followers laid out 
a settlement which they named 
Pennfield in honor of the great 
William Penn whom, however 
much they revered, they could not 
follow into revolution. That 
settlement was not a success, but 
the Quaker loyalists carried on 
in the face of many difficulties 
until in 1790 a forest fire swept 
the district, leaving only one 
dwelling standing. A few of the 
settlers rebuilt, including the 
family of the founder, Joshua 
Knight, but Pennfield was no 
longer a Quaker colony. The 
members just drifted away. 

Apparently the Society of 
Friends is dwindling in Canada. 
At the census of 1871 there were 
7,345 registered, which figure has 
steadily fallen until in 1931 there 
were only 2,424, or .02 of the popu- 
tion:

British Columbia's offer, how- 
ever, was associated with the idea 
that the Dominion would con- 
trive similar programs of works 
in other provinces so that all the 
unemployed in Canada, married 
and unmarried, would not flock 
to this province. 

Experienced contractors have 
estimated that the sums now ex- 
pended on the relief camps would 
provide the same number of men 
with six months’ work at a mini- 
mum wage of 40 cents an hour. 

Efficient use of this labor, 
probably, would necessitate an- 
other million dollars for rental, 
equipment, etc. 

Thus, a work-and-wages plan 
for the single ‘men alone would 
not require more than 20 to 25 
per cent more than the present 
20-cents-a-day scheme. 

That difference is infinitesimal 
compared to the dead loss of the 
present plan—both in money and 
morale. 

If the Dominion cannot go any 
further, what is the objection to 
g.ving the single men one dollar a 
day relief money wiuerever they 
are and thus saving 45 cents a 
day per man on the present cost 
of the camps? 

It is plainly seen that machin- 
ery for ending the soul-staring 
subs stence camp iniquity is 
clearly within the bounds of pos- 
sibility and economy. 

Is the Canadian public to 
accept Sir George Perley'’s state- 
ment that Ottawa cannot provide 
an alternative to these subsist- 
ence camps as the prodict of 
natural incompetence and error 
or as a deliberate and stubborn 
attempt to thrust these camps 
down Canada’s throat as a perm- 
anent policy of the Bennett gov- 
ment?—Vancouver Sun.
